Many stores were closed on 
Monday. 

Stalled cars hampered plowing 
operations throughout the town and 
on major highways in the area. 

Town owned and hired snow 
plowing equipment was on the job 
for almost 36 hours straight getting 
roads opened, then going back to 
knock down drifts and push back 
snow banks. 

Parking was_ prohibited in 
several sections of town due tothe 
huge snow banks narrowing the 
thoroughfares. 

Most all main thoroughfares 
were accessible by noon Monday 
as crews proceeded to open up 
side streets. 

Sidewalks were being worked on 
Monday and Tuesday by the public 
works department tractors. 

Many persons were stranded 
and some were given shelter at 
the Andover state police barracks. 
The local chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, opened at 3 a.m. 
Monday to offer shelter to any 
persons unable to reach homes. 

It was the worst storm to hit 
the area in several years and it 
was actually not until Wednesday 
that conditions returned to what 


one might call a normal state. .

Tax 


The outlook on the 1969 local 
tax rate appeared a little brighter 
this week. 

Town Manager RichardJ. Bowen 
reports that the revenue from the 
state would appear to be about 
$300,000 higher than originally 
anticipated when he gives his bud- 
get message in March, 

The anticipated income would 
relieve the proposed $13.50 in- 
crease in taxes this year and would 
possibly bring it down to a $10 
hike, the town manager said, 

The anticipated revenue figures 
have been inserted in the revised 
budget and will be reflected in the 
final budget presentation at town 
meeting in March.. 

The budgets are under continued 
scrutiny of the selectmen and 
finance committee. While unable

Andover taxpayers will not have 
to pick their pocket linings further 
to cover the school department ex- 
pense budget deficit, it appeared 
Tuesday night. 

The school committee slashed 
an additional $34,850.53 from a 
1969 school expense budget of 
$903,696, already pared to meet 
finance committee approval. This 
amount ‘ will exactly cover the 
school department’s unpaid 1968 
expense budget bills, for which 
the town must be asked to appro- 
priate money on a four-fifths vote. 

Dr. Richard A. Katz, school 
committee chairman, then got 
finance committee agreement that 
the administration would decide, 
with school committee approval, 
what areas of the budget would 
take the necessary deeper cuts. 

The subcommittee of William 
King and Fred Fitzgerald in- 
vestigating the administrations 
handling of its finances has been 
asked to report at the Feb. 25 
school committee meeting. Katz 
told the TOWNSMAN Wednesday 
he hoped the detailed expense bud- 
get decisions could be made then, 
so the information would be avail- 
able before town meeting. 

The effort will be to make cuts 
where they will least hurt the total 
educational program. All cuts will 
come from the expense budget, 
where the over-expenditures oc- 
curred, 


finance committee chairman, 
Dr. Albert Greenberg smiled 
benign approval of the action at 
this final joint meeting of the two 
committees, where the school 
board shuttled in and out of execu- 
tive session three times. 


In a related move, the school 
committee came out of the 
evening’s first executive session 
and unanimously passed Com- 
mitteeman William King’s motion 
to withhold their previous recom- 
mendation for a pay raise for

People To Ji To Judge Salary Account 


The finance and school com- 
mittee agreed to ‘‘seek guidance 
from the people’’ on whether all 
or part of the school’s depart- 
ment $101,000 request for 38 new 
teachers in the fall should be 
granted. 

The school committee endorsed 
FinCom head Dr. Albert Green- 
berg’s suggestion that the new 
teacher item go into town meeting 
with neither the approval nor dis- 
approval of the finance committee, 

In declining to take a position, 
Greenkerg. sald the finance com- 
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mittee strongly feels that anumber 
of the teachers should be hired, 
but are undecided about some 
others, and don’t want to be ina 
position to dictate educational 
policy. 

“‘To decide this strictly from a 
dollars and cents point of view is 
wrong,”” said Greenberg. ‘‘The 
people should have some voice in 
what type of program they want 
for their children and how far 
they are willing to go.”’ 

As a device for bringing the 
issue up for discussion, Green- 
berg said, the finance committee 
will pass over it now, but then 
move to cut an amount from the 
appropriation at town meeting - 
he emphasized that this was the 
only way they can bring it up on 
the floor for discussion, A mo- 
tion must precede floor discus- 
sion of any item. 

It was emphasized that town 
meeting can vote only on a dollars 
and sense appropriation but both 
committees felt that the discus- 


sion would give the school com- 
mittee a sense of the meeting, 
which could be taken into account 
when later deciding what teachers 
would be hired from the money 
appropriated, whether it be the full 
$101,000 or a lesser amount. 

‘“‘A common sense approach to 
a knotty problem,’’ was school 
committeeman Fred Fitzgerald’s 
opinion. Greenberg said that to 
his knowledge, this was the first 
time that a School Committee had 
agreed to such an approach, Katz 
later said that his committee was 
delighted, as tey had planned to 
take the matter tothe people them-~ 
selves, if the finance committee 
had disapproved the item. The 
school committee feels strongly 
that the 38 teachers are neces- 
sary to maintaining a sound edu- 
cational program. 

Bancroft Building Committee 
chairman Robert Lloyd told the 
school committee that as far as 
his group was concerned, the

At Museum 


A place without blue skies, 
colorful sunsets, rain, or snow. 

This is what the astronauts will 
find when they land on the moon 
later this year. 

The Hayden Planetarium’s new 
showing at the Museum of Science 
describes conditions on the moon 
in a preview of the Apollo lunar 
landing mission, from blastoff at 
Cape Kennedy to splashdown in 
the Pacific. 

Using the most recent informa- 
tion available, the Planetarium’s 
show anticipates the lighting, 
sounds, and route of the manned 
Apollo flight. A recording made 
by NASA of an actual blastoff and 
a glimpse of the Saturn V rocket 
illuminated by searchlights are 
among the realistic effects in the 
program. 

‘Year of the Moon” alsoranges 
from a theory of the moon’s ori- 
gin to a forecast of the satel- 
lite’s usefulness as aclearweather 
observatory and as a base for 
exploration of the planets.

(3) Dogs impounded and unclaimed by the owner or keeper after a ten day period, 
shall be disposed of in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 151A, 

Section 12, Control of Dogs in Oestrus Cycle, 

If the dog officer determines that a dog in her oestrus cycle, (even when confined 

to the property of the owner or keeper), is attracting other dogs to the area, which 

condition causes disturbance on or damage to neighboring property or public areas, 
he may impound the dog for the duration of the oestrus cycle, releasing it there- 
after to the owner or keeper upon the payment of pound fees; or the dog officer may 

require the owner or keeper to place and keep such dog, while in such cycle, in a 

kennel or to remove it from the area so that the nuisance is abated, 

Section 13, Restraint of Dogs 

The dog officer may order the owner or keeper of a dog to restrain a dog for any 
one of the following causes: 

(a) For any of the causes listed in Section 11 A(3) to 11 A(7) inclusive, 

(b) For having repeatedly littered on or caused damage to the property of other 
persons, 

(c) The dog officer, in his descretion, may remove an order of restraint if the 
owner or keeper of the dog satisfies him that the dog is unlikely to repeat its 
offense, 

Section 14, Penalty 

Procedure hereunder and penalties shall be governed by the provisions of Genera] 

Laws, Chapter 140, Section 173A,

An Endorsement 


Commentary by the daily press last week that the school 
committee race here is tinged by anti-Semitism, was, we 


feel, ill-advised.

Q. I would like some help with 
a problem. I am divoreed and 
am required by court order to 
make child support payments. A 
fellow at work told me that they 
are deductible. Another fellow 
claims they are not. Who is 
right? 

A. The second answer is cor- 
rect. Child support payments are 
not deductible to you, nor are 
they taxable to your former wife. 
However, if you provide more than 
one-half of the child’s. support, 
then you may claim thé’ $600 ex- 
emption on your return. 


Q, I worked for three em- 
ployers in 1968 earning a total 
of $9,200. I understand that I 
am entitled to a special credit 
for social security tax paid. How 
is it computed? 

A. If more than $343.20 of so- 
cial tax was withheld in 1968 
because you worked for two or 
more employers, the excess is 
allowed as a credit against your 
income tax liability. Enter the 
excess on line 18 of form 1040. 


Q. I have a question regard- 
ing income tax. In 1968, I sold 
some rental property at a large 
profit. The buyer is paying me 
over a ten-year period. Dol re- 
port the whole profit on my 1968 
tax form? 

A. If certain conditions are met 
the gain on the sale may be re- 
ported on the installment method, 
Under this method, the gross pro- 
fit is reported over the ten-year 
period in which payments are re- 
ceived. To qualify, you cannet 
receive more than 30% of the 
selling price in the year of sale. 

Further information can be ob- 
tained by referring to Publication 
537, ‘Installment and Deferred- 
Payment Sales’’ available free at 
any of our IRS offices. 


Q. I am a widow with two child- 
ren and pay someone to care for 
them while I work, My, neighbor 
who is. also a widow claims that 
these payments are deductible. 
Is this correct? 

A. Yes, you may deduct up to 
$900 of child care expenses, where 
the expense was incurred for two 
or more children under the age 
of 13, in order for you to work 
or seek employment. Wherethere 
is only one child, the maximum de- 
duction is $600. 


Q. My wife and I attended a 
special dinner last year. The 
proceeds were turned over to a 
lecal charity fund. There was a 
discussion at our table as to 
whether or not the tickets are 
tax deductible. No one was quite 
sure. Can you help? 

A. If the dinner was sponsored 
by a qualified charitable organiza- 
tion, then a portion of the ticket 
price may qualify as a proper 
deduction. 

For instance; if the tickets to 
the dinner cost you $25 and the 
dinner provided would normally 
cost $10 then your charitable con- 
tribution would be $15. 


Q. My tax form is almost com- 
plete, but I am confused on one 
item. Maybe you can clarify it? 
How are medical insurance pre- 
miums handled as a deduction? 

A, One-half of the premiums 
paid for medical insurance up to 
a maximum of $150 may be de- 
ducted when you itemize your de- 
ductions. These premiums are not 
subject to the 3% limitation that 
applies to other medical expenses. 
The balance of the premiums 
should be added to any other medi- 
eal deduction.

Cook beans until tender but firm, following package directions. 
Using a slotted spoon, place beans in heavy pot or casserole of 
about 4-quart capacity. Stir in chopped onion; scrape and wash 
salt off the sale, park Cut nearly through the skin in 1-inch 
squares. Bury t pork, cut side up, in center of beans. Mix 
together remaining ingredients with 2 cups of the bean liquid. 
Pour over beans, adding enough of the boiling liquid to cover. 

Bake in a 250°F. (slow) 
oven for 6 to 8 hours, adding some boiling pause if beans are not 
quite covered. Just before serving, remove lid. With a wooden 
spoon, gently bring pork to surface. Raise oven heat to brown 
pork. Makes 12 hearty servings.

Winter Is Ganging Season For Birds 


Any winter evening when one 
walks through downtown Provi- 
dence and wonders if all the star- 
lings in the world have concentra- 
ted there, he can be reassured by 
the knowledge that in a 100-acre 
thicket in Camden, NorthCarolina, 
25 million blackbirds have roosted 
on winter nights. 

Winter is the ganging season for 
birds of dark plumage. Instead of 
migrating, many of them move to 
the city, to a convenient bridge 
over river or bay, or into a New 
England pine forest. Some will 
migrate farther south as the win- 
ter progresses. But, many stay and 
die, if necessary, rather than trek 
to Dixie. 

There are small concentrations 
of starlings at such points as the 
Carleton Bridge over the Kennebec 
at Bath, Maine, and in the under- 
structures of bridges at Portland. 
A few spend early winter in the 
Scarborough marshes. But, both 
Maine and New Hampshire are too 
cold for major wintering flocks 
of blackbirds. 

In southern New England, the 
flocks that gather in a pine woods 
at Oxford, Massachusetts, just be- 
low Worcester, probably form the 
most famous roost. Up to one 
million grackles use the Oxford 
roost into late November. In Dec- 
ember, starlings have become the 
dominant population group and

number around 500,000. When win- 
ter really socks in sometime a- 
round February, the Oxford roost 
contains mostly cowbirds, ranging 
from 50,000 to 500,000 depending 
upon the year, 

All the cities of southern New 
England have sizable starling fl- 
ocks. Instead of spreading all 
over the downtown district, as they 
do in Providence, the birds usually 
have a few favorite buildings and 
each evening gang to these roosts. 

The tore River Bridge at Quin- 
cy, Massachusetts, some winters 
has as many as 200,000 starlings 
sleeping in the ironwork beneath 
the bridge floor. Starlings gather 
by the tens of thousands under 
bridges at the interchange of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, Route 128 
and Route 30. The Agawam Bridge 
at Springfield, Massachusetts, has 
its sizable flock. 

The railroad bridge over the 
Cape Cod Canal at Bourne is the 
nightly roost for the thousands of 
starlings that wring a living from 
Cape Cod, many flying daily out 
as far as Provincetown. 

In Connecticut, the most famous 
roost is in East Windsor where 
200,000 starlings , with a few 
grackles and cowbirds, spend the 
winter. The birds in many years 
have used an eight-acre pine 
woods. More than 5000 crows have 
spent the winter in a roost near

Bradley Field in Connecitcut but 
in recent winters they have been 
discouraged because of the danger 
to flying planes. 

By marking birds at winter 
roosts and then observing their 
daily movements, scientists have 
learned that when the flocks dis- 
perse each morning individual 
birds commute anywhere from ten 
to sixty miles to feed. The move- 
ment to and from the roost is 
most noticeable in rural or semi- 
rural areas. For instance, in late 
afternoon one can see hundreds 
of small flocks on Cape Cod fly- 
ing toward the canal rendezvous. 
The gathering at city roosts at sun- 
down is quite conspicuous but the 
flight paths that the birds follow 
are not so evident. 

The winter roost affords the 
birds the advantage of eachother’s 
body heat. In the wild, these birds 
usually select a white pine forest 
for roosting, since the evergreen 
leaves reduce the force of winter 
winds and help conserve heat. City 
buildings used as roosts often leak 
heat, adding comfort on cold win- 
ter nights. The bridge roosts, par- 
ticularly those over salt water, 
have the advantage of natural mod- 
eration of cold which unfrozen 
water provides, 


ing and management posts in the 
areas of advanced systems and 
technology.

PA Senior Dies— 
On Mt. Adams 


Phillips Academy held a memo- 


rial service yesterday forasenior — 


who died in a freak mountain- 
climbing accident Sunday morn- 
ing in the White Mountains. The 
real cause of his death remains 
a subject of sad conjecture on the 
campus. 

Mark Alexander Larner, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Larner of 
Albany, N. Y., was descending Mt. 
Adams with 11 fellow-members 
of a Phillips Academy Search and 
Rescue Patrol and two adult in- 
structors, when he suddenly lost 
his footing. 

Mark slid feet first down a 
gentle slope for about 25 yards 
and was stopped by coming up 
against a rock. When PA Search 
Rescue Club leader Nathaniel 
Smith reached Larner, the boy’s 
pulse was weak, and he died within 
a moment. Members of the Appala- 
ehian Mountain Club, who man out- 
posts throughout the mountain re- 
gion, were summoned and brought 
his body down the mountain side. 


Since Larner slid feet-first and 
did not appear to have struck his 
head, the cause of his death is 
still unclear. School authorities 
have closely questioned all who 
observed the tragedy. 

All members of the weekend 
mountain-climbing patrol wore 
crampons, carnedia axes and had 
practice in stopping slides such 
as Larner’s. Larner had been a 
member of the school’s Search 
and Rescue Club for three terms, 
and had experience in climbing 
mountains. 

The patrol had _ previously 
climbed Mt. Madison and spent 
Saturday night in a mountain hut, 
before climbing Mt. Adams, near 
Randolph, N. H. The tragedy and 
Sunday’s snowstorm, kept the 
group in the area Sunday night 
together with PA instructor Smith 
and George Lybrand, an Andover 
resident and member of Andover’s 
Department of Public Works who 
assisted Smith in leading the ex- 
pedition. 

Funeral services are being held 
in Albany this week. 

The memorial service at Phil- 
lips Academy Wednesday, in- 
cluded liturgical music which had 
been composed recently by Mark 
Larner.
